BUBJECTs Talks ]. 



1. On 7 August I953j and again on 10 August, ttie question of 
his proposed mission was discussed infarmally with J. Also, 

in the course of the meeting on 10 August 1953, several names of 
individxials of possible value as contacts or support points (shown 
below) were given to ^ ^ ^ LS®, in the event all 

other support points given to'^im as part of the formal briefing should 
fall* The meetings with subject took place at his request and that of 

the case officeir concOTned* 

2* ^ ajpeared to be a pl:Qrsically health, clean-cut and 

intellifrent individxial* He discussed the impending mission calmly and 
objectively, making the following points: 

a* He is perfectly clear in his own inind on the need of a 
mission;

mcfnt that no indigenous person of authority has participated to date to 
any extent in the planning and pr^aration of the mission, and that if 
leaflets are to be dropped over the target area, he wants to be certain 
that the text is not at odds with his views* He is in favor 
leaflets per se as an effective diversion* It was clear that Q -4 
intends to discuss these points with P in Germany* 

It is possible, too, that he may withc^w froa the mission, depending 
upon ^at he bears fl*an them as his co-nationals on the abwe points, par- 
ticularly on his doubts about gaining the purposes of the miseion* Ctoe 
had the feeling that standing alone would not have the courage 

to refuse to go on the mission because oi a genuine and deep sense of 
obligation to us, but that with moral support co-nationals he may 
change his mind.
